No.  173  -A  BY-LVW 

To  make  provieions/or  conitriicting  a  certain  Drain  in  the  Townshijt  of  Raleigh 
hereinafter  named. 

Passed  September  31st,  1868. 

WHEREAS,  a  majority  of  the  Resident  owners  of  the  lots  numbered  1, 
2,  3,  4,  5  and  G,  in  concession  A,  lots  1  and  2,  and  the  north  west 
halves  of  lots  3,  4,  5  and  6,  in  the  8th  concession,  have  petitioned  theMuni-- 
cipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh,  praying  that 
u  Drain  or  Water  Course  be  made  commencing  abont  two  rods  easterly  of 
the  Raleigh  and  Tilbury  East  Town  Line,  and  thence  north  oasteriy  along 
tjie  soBtberly  side  of  the  allowance  for  road  between  concessions  A  and  8, 
to  Cooper's  Creek,  within  about  four  rods  of  the  (>  and  7  side  road, 

And  whoreas,  the  Couqcij  being  of  tiie  opinion  that  it  would  greatly 
benefit  that  portion  of  the  Township  to  make  ?aid  Drain,  have  ordered  the 
levels  to  be  taken  and  received  a  report  thereon,  wi'h  an  estimate  of  the 
costs,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $878. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  Township  of  Raleigh,  i^  Council  assembled,  under  and  virtue  of  an 
Act,  Chap.  51,  as  amended  by  Chap.  62,  29tb  k  30th  Vict.,  passed  in  the 
year  18G6  ;  also  an  Act  psvsscd  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  th>i  year 
1868,  Chap.  30.  ' 

1st.  That  the  aforesaid  Drain  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
Report  and  Estimate  of  the  same,  made  by  Arthur  Jones,  Provincial  Land 
Surveyor. 

2nd.  That  ihcre  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  along  with  the 
ordinary  assessed  taxes  of  the  present  year,  the  sum  of  J2G0,  in  the  year 
1869  $259,  and  in  the  year  1870,  $259,  together  with  the  sum  of  8  per  cent, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  one  part  of  the  costs  of  said  drainage,  and  the 
costs  incidental  thereto,  assessed  upon  the  lands  above  described,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  benefit  to  be  derived  therefrom  by  each  lot  as  set  forth  in  the 
Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  and  forming  a  part  of  tl^is  By-law,  subjcot 
nevertheless  to  an  appeal  by  the  parties  interested  in  each  case.

5th.  That  Messrs.  Dillon  and  McNeil  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners 
for  letting  and  superintending  the  worlf,  who  are  authorized  to  give  orders 
on  the  Treasurer  therefor. 

6th.  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  paid  the  sura  of  $1  50  per  day 
for  every  day  necessaiily  spent  in  letting  and  superintending  said  work. 

7th.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Townr 
ship  of  Raleigh,  to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  and  at  a  ^afe  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  $4'^8  from  any  person  or 
persons,  body  or  bodies  corporatp,  who  may  be  willing  to  advance  the  same 
upon  the  credit  of  the  Debentures  hereinafter  mentiomd,  to  meet  the  second 
and  third  payments  in  this  By-law.

9th.  That  this  By-law  shall  be  published  in  the  Chatham  I'lanet  newspa- 
per for  one  month  before  the  final  passing  thereof.

Ist.  That  from  and  aOer  the  last  day  of  February,  1869,  all  existing  By- 
laws made  by  the  C'oun^l  of  the  Township  of  Ualeigh  respecting  Taverns 
and  Shops,  shall  be  repeiiled. 

20^.  That  for  the  purposes  of  tliis  By-law  the  year  shall  commenc*  on 
the  First  day  of  March,  in  each  and  every  year,  and  end  ou  the  last  day  of 
February,  in  the  following  year. 

3rd.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, to  sell  by  retail,  Spirituous  Liquors,  Beer,  Ale,  Cider,  or  other  fer- 
laented  or  manufacture^  Liquors,  within  the  Municipality,  without  firat 
having  obtained  a  License  for  that  purpose. 

4tL.  That  no  Tavern  License  shall  hereafter  be  granted  or  issued  unless 
upon  petition  to  the  Council*  praying  for  the  same,  and  sigtied  by  the 
applicant. 

6tb.  The  duty  for  Tavern  Licenses  shall  be  $30  per  annum,  including  the 
Provincial  duty  ;  provided  that  uuy  person  applyinp  for  a  License  to  keep  a 
Tavwn  after  the  First  day  of  Miuch,  «httU  pay,  exclusive  of  the  Provincial 
duty  in  the  usual  way,  at  the  rate  of  Two  Dollars  per  month  t'<ft  the  portion 
of  the  year  une.xpired. 

6th.  That  Licenses  may  be  granted  for  the  sale  by  rjBtail  of  Spirituous 
Liquors,  in  Shops  or  Stores,  in  quantities  of  not  less  tbap  one  quart,  upon 
payment  of  a  License  duty  of  50  ;  and  that  the  person  obtaining  such 
Sl^pp  License,  shall  not  allow  any  Liquor  sold  by  him  to  he  consumed  with 
'in  bis  Shop  or  Store,  or  within  the  building  of  which  it  is  a  part,  either  by 
tlie  purchaser  thereoi  or  any  other  person  not  usually  resident  within  such 
building.

That  every  Tavern  hereafter  Lioqnsed,  shall  contain  in  addition  to 
what  may  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  family  of  the  Tavern  keeper,  not 
less  than  four  bedrooms,  with  the  suitable  complement  of  beds,  bedding 
and  furniture,  and  one  sitting  room,  separate  from  the  Bar-room,  for  the 
accommodation  of  travellers ;  and  the  keeper  thereof  shall  at  all  times 
keep  and  provide  good  and  wholesome  provisions  and  drtnk  for  his  guests, 
and  shall  also  have  near,  or  attached  to  his  tavern  or  Inn,  a  stable,  secured 
with  lo6kand  key,  with  proper  stalls  for  at  least  six  horses,  and  a  driving 
house  also  secured  with  lock  and  key,  sufficient  to  contain  two  wagons  or 
carriages,  and  he  shall  keep  bis  premises  constantly  supplied  with  a  sufficient 
i  qnantlty  of  Hay  and  Oats  for  the  horses  and  cattle  of  travellers  stopping 
[thereat. 

16th.  That  the  keeper  of  every  such  Tavern  shall  see  that  travellers 

BorUng  to  his  bouse  are  treated  with  attention  and  civility,  and  their 

i  and  cattle  properly  fed,  watered,  and  cleaned,  and  that  such  horses

liquors,"  and  every  sucii  tavern  keeper  shall  keep  posted  up  in  a  .eoniplim^ 
ous  place  in  his  bar-room  a  copy  of  this  Dy-law,  and  such  rules  and  regU'^ 
lations  as  may  from  timie  to  time  be  adopted  by  the  Oouncil  respeetliig 
taverns,  under  a  penalty  in  default  of  complying  with  this  section,  of  one 
dollar,  recoverable  with  costs  on  conviction  before  the  Reeve  or  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  this  municipality,  upon  the  oath  of  one  credible  witness, 
one  half  of  which  penalty  shall  go  to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  fo 
the  Municipality  ;  and  be  it  further  provided  that  all  licenses  shalf  be  con- 
stantly and  conspicuously  exposed  In  shops,  or  In  the  bar-rooms  of  taverns. 
Inns,  and  other  places  of  public  entertainment,  under  a  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  every  days'  wilful  or  negligent  omission  so  to  do,  to  be  recovered 
with  costs  from  the  person  so  making  default. 

18th.  That  every  Tavern,  Inn  and  Hotel,  In  which  spirituous  or  fbrment- 
ed  liquors,  or  drinks,  are  ordinarily  sold,  shall  be  closed  during  the  day 
appointed  for  polling  In  the  election  of  members  of  Parliament,  in  the  saine 
manner  as  it  should  be  on  Sunday  ;  and  no  spirituous  or  fbrmented  liquoM 
or  drinks  shall  be  sold  or  given  during  said  period  under  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  against  the  keeper  thereof  if  he  neglects  to  close  it,  and 
under  a  like  penalty  if  be  sells  or  gives  away  any  Spirituous  or  Fermented 
Liquors  or  drinks,  as  aforesaid. 

19th.  Thtit  any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of  the  prorlsiopi 
of  this  By-law  sfinll,  upon  conviction  theieof  before  the  Reeve  or  any  other 
justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  within  the  Municipality,  when  any 
one  such  person  can  act,  or  before  any  two  of  them,  when  any  two  of  them 
should  act,  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Convicting  Justice  or 
Justices,  when  no  speciiied  penalty  is  hereinbefore  mentioned^  the  sum  of 
$5.00  for  the  first  o^ence  ;  $20  for  the  second  offence  ;  and  $60  I'm-  the 
third  and  each  subsequent  offence  ;  and  in  default  of  payment  of  any  fine 
imposed  under  this  i3y-Iaw,  together  with  the  costs  of  prosecution,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  convicting  Justice  or  Justices  to  levy  the  same  by  distress 
and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of.  the  offeiider;  and  in  case  no  sufficient 
distress  can  be  found  to  satisfy  the  said  fine  and  costs,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  convicting  Justice  or  Justices  to  commit  the  offender  at  hard  labor  in 
the  common  gaol  of  the  County  of  Kent,  fbr  a  period  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days ;  provided  that  the  penalties  for  the  infraction  of  clauses  numbers 
three  and  sixteen  of  this  By-law  shall  be  those  fixed  in  section  i2,  of  the 
Act  relating  to  Tavern  and  Shop  Licenses.  ',....■"■>' 

20tb.  That  all  penalties  imposed  for  the  infraction  of  any  of  \.hp  provi- 
sions of  this  By-law  (except  where  otherwise  provided)  wlien  Qoliected, 
shall  bo  paid,  one  half  to  the  Informer,  and  the  other  half  to  'the  ^pwnshlp, 
Treasurer,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Township. 

Duties  of  tlie  Inspector,  f""*  ^    " 

2l8t.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Shop  and  Tavern  Lioeniei 
to  take  the  Declaration  and  Qualification  of  Office,  req«ir^  by 
law,  and  to  enter  into  Bonds  In  the  sum  of  two  hundred  poUars,  witniMH) 
good  surety  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  ths  effi^nt 
dtsoharge  of  his  office. 

'22nd.  He  shall  in  the  month  of  February  in  each  year,  visit  tlNij^remkea 
of  all  applicants  whose  applications  have  been  sanctioned  b{y  tiie  Qonndl' 
of  the  Municipality  at  a  meeting  held  for  that  pmrpoBt  on  tJie  seoond  Mon- 
(Jay  In  February  of  each  year,  and  after  carefully  e:C«mining  said  prfmisM, 
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^hall,  on  finding  the  necessary  accommodations,  and  that  the  applicant  is  if 
fit  '.nd  proper  person  to  hare  a  License,  grant  a  certificate  addressed  to  the 
"Cleric  to  that  effect ;  also,  after  visiting  the  premises  of  all  applicants,  shall 
send  a  report  on  the  state  of  said  promises  to  tlio  Council,  stating  to  whom 
ha  has  granted  certificates,  and  to  whom  he  has  not,  with  the  reason  there- 
for, and  any  information  or  suggestion  that  may  lie  useful  for  regulating 
(be  sale  by  retail  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

28rd.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  luspcctor  on  receiving  notice  from  any 
member  of  the  Council,  or  other  person,  or  on  his  being  aware  that  any 
person  or  persons  are  selling  liqupr  without  a  license,  or  guilty  of  keeping 
a  disorderly  house,  if  be  deems  the  evidence  sullicient  he  shall  promptly 
make  a  complant  to  the  Reeve  or  some  other  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the 
i^anicipality,  or,  if  he  deems  the  evidence  not  suilicicni,  ho  shall  forthwith 
visit  the  premises  of  the  party  or  parties  complained  of,  and,  on  bis  finding 
that  they  are  selling  iutoxioating  liquors  without  a  license,  or  guilty  of  a 
tlalation  of  Sections  Tbrecr  and  Sixteen  of  this  By-law,  lie  shall  then  forth- 
with complain  as  above,  which  complaint  mav  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
Corporation  of  Raleigh,  in  which  case  the  whole  of  the  penalty  shail  go  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Municipality. 

24'tb.  Any  Inspector  of  Licenses  mny  in  his  discretion  (but  subject  to  any 
By-laws  of  the  Municipality)  endorse  on  any  license  permission  to  the  per- 
son holding  the  license  to  sell  the  liquors  mentioned  in  his  license  at  any 
place  out  of  his  house,  or  to  remove  from  the  house  licensed  to  any  other 
house  to  be  described  in  the  endorsement  and  situate  within  ttie  Municipality, 
and  such  permission  shall  authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  sell  such  liquors 
iathe  House  mentioned  in  the  endorsement,  during  the  unexpired  portion 
of  the  term  for  which  the  license  was  granted,  and  upon  the  same  terms 
und  conditions,  and  any  bond  or  security  which  such  holder  may  have  given 
for  any  I'urpoBe  relative  to  such  license  shall  apply  to  the  house  or  place 
to  which  .^'lid  removal  is  authorized,  but  shall  not  entitle  him  to  sell  at  more 
than  one  r>iace  at  a  time. 

25th.  Any  person  interfering  with  the  Inspector  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  with  costs. 

26th'.  On  the  Inspector  refusing  or  neglecting  to  fulfil  the  duties  as  re- 
quired by  this  By-law,  or  who  issues  a  certificate  contrary  to  the  provisions 
thereol^  and  upon  conviction  therefor,  slmll  for  each  o^ence  pay  a  fine  of 
tiot  lea's  than  forty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  he  may  bo 
i^prisihied  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  calendar  months. 

^  'V'iotrialling  Houses. 

Any  person  being  desirous  of  keeping  a  Victualling  House,  it  shall  bo 
tbib  daty  of  the  Inspector  to  visit  such  house,  to  ascertain  if  such  person 
hail  the  necessary  accommodations,  which  shall  be  the  same  as  those  required 
for  a  tavern.  If  he  finds  such  party  duly  qualified  and  having  the  requisite 
aocummodations,  he  shall  grant  a  certificate  and  on  said  certificate,  together 
vrlth  the  Treasurer's  receipt,  that  the  sum  of  five  dollars  has  been  paid,  the 
Clerk  shall  grant  a  license,  receiving  from  the  License  the  sum  ot  one  dollar, 
and  any  person  opening  such  a  House  witbout  first  obtaining  a  license, 
shall  bft  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  recoverable  in  the  usual  manner 
before  a  Justice  or  Jostices  of  the  Peace.
